have not the energy to prepare for 
after life, and when the time comes 
when they MUST go to work, there 
are few things J hey can do. They are 
forced back into ranks already crowd­ 
ed where the returns from their work 
are scanty, and spend their lives as 
sla w s to work that is a burden to 
them. 
The first requisite is ti good educa­ 
tion.

They think that it is the 
proper thing to give just as little ser­ 
vice as possible, instead of making 
the interest cf their employers identi­ 
cal with their own. Because competent 
and faithful workers are so few, men 
of affairs are constantly looking out 
for them, ready to pay a premium 
for the right kind of employee.

months experience with the commis­ 
sion form of government in Spokane, 
which is under 
the 
control 
of 
the 
people through the preferential elec- j 
tion system, the initiative and refer- j 
endum and the 
recall, 
has 
proved j 
highly successful. 
Direct 
efficiency 
has replaced irresponsibility and in­ 


competency, party bossism has been 
eliminated, the laws are enforced, the 
tax-payers are obtaining IOO cents’ 
w’orth of work for a dollar, m unicipal, 
improvement 
bonds 
command 
high 
premiums und the citys’ credit is gilt* 
edge in the financial centers through­ 
out the country. 
Charles M. Fassett, commissioner of 
public utilities, speaking for the com­ 
mission, says the people, as a rule, 
are satisfied with the change and that 
it is doubtful if even those w'ho were 
most active against the present char­ 
ter would vote to return to the old 
system. 
T h en 4 are some, of course, who hon­ 
estly believe the old form is better, 
he added, but the chief opposition to 
the adoption of the charter and its 
continuance comes fro mthoso whose 
private selfish interests arc being in­ 
terfered with by the beneficial change 
in adm inistration Introduced by the 
present government.

“Our streets are well paved and 
kept clean and sewers are m aintain­ 
ed: the health of the city was never 
so good: public service corporations 
are encouraged and enforced, when 
necessary, to give good service: back 
franchise taxes are collected and the 
affairs of the city generally are con­ 
ducted along modern business lines.

ANOTHER LOCAL OPTION 
BILL MVV BE INITIATED 
Oklahoma City, Oct. 28.—That there 
is widespread dissatisfaction regard­ 
ing the new4 bill filed by the Oklaho­ 
ma I^ocal option a s s o c i a t e T hurs­ 
day was made clear yesterday when 
I*. E. Noll 
of 
Shawnee 
announced 
that there will be organized within 
the next few days a league to initiate 
a local option measure that will pro­ 
vide for separation of towns and 
counties; in other words, the direct 
opposite of county option. 
Mr. Noll was instrum ental in se­ 
curing a radical change in the first 
bill proposed by the Oklahoma Lo­ 
cal Option association three months 
ago. After this first bill had been pub­ 
lished broadcast, Mr. Noll submitted 
an open letter, published in The Ok­ 
lahoman, and such a strong sentiment 
was aroused against the adoption of 
the county as a unit that Frank P. 
l e a r n s , the 
president of the as­ 
sociation, readily agreed to eliminate 
this feature, thereby permitting cit­ 
ies and counties to express prefer­ 
ence without encroaching upon the 
rights of each other. 
There was 
considerable 
surprise 
over the state when a third dratt oi 
the 
bill 
was 
published 
Thursday 
morning, showing that the county op­ 
t io n feature had been reinserted. Mr. 
Noll’s announcement yesterday fol­ 
lowed on the heels of this latest pub­ 
lication. He said: 
“I am unalterably opposed to the 
bill as it now stands and I have every 
confidence that three-fourths of the 
I 
! people w'ho desire relief from present 
conditions in Oklahoma feel the same.

SOME IDEUS ABOUT 


PUNTING SHADE TREES 


Tne p lanting of shade trees seem s 
to be an im aginary burden 
in 
this 
state to m any of o u r really up-to-date 
citizens, who desire to have fine shade 
nice'eivic im provem ents and bird h a r­ 
bo rs bn th e ir prem ises. In the first 
place a debate generally arise s as to 
when a tree should be planted. Too 
m any, the question arises as to w hat 
kind of a shade tree is best adapted 
for the local condition; and finally a 
negative conclusion relative to tree 
p lan tin g is, in som e < asea reached, 
because the trees are not sold right 
o ver the co u n ter like coffee or sugar. 
Un the first place, I do not believe 
th at th ere is really an up-to-date c it­ 
izen—an ow ner of real estate in Ok­ 
lahom a that does not sufficiently love 
aud adm ire n a tu re to have shade trees 
u n d er his care. The citizens valuable 
to a neighborhood or a com m unity are 
those 
which 
have 
their 
prem ises 
nicely a rra n g e d with a stan d in g arm y 
of active trees. By 
active 
trees, 
I 
m ean thrifty, vigorous, h ealth y shade 
m akers, bird h arb o rs and wind b re ak ­ 
ers. W ith such an arm y of trees on a 
farm or in a yard of the city, the 
su m m er tem p e ra tu re is not only re­ 
duced, 
but 
o th er secondary 
factors 
a re brought 
about 
w hich 
not only 
help to m ake a hom e out of a b a r­ 
ren 
waste, but which m ake gayety 
out of lonesom eness and solitude. By 
secondary factors is m eant the birds 
and the bees that arc induced to be­ 
com e serv a n ts of the field and house­ 
hold. Much h as been said of late con­ 
cern in g poor and inefficient help, both 
on the farm and in the kitchen. This 
Cannot "be said of the bees and the 
birds, if pro p er accom m odations art 
p rep ared for them . Iii fact these are 
serv an ts that work for nothing and 
b o a rd them selves. 


T here are two seasons of each year 
in which tree s m ay be planted. Of 
th ese seasons fall 
Is preferable to 
the springtim e if w eather conditions 
a re equally 
good. O ur seasons for 
the last few years have been of such 
a 
n a tu re th at 
the fall 
planting of 
trees has not been generally favor­ 
able. On account of this reason, many 
trees have been planted d u rin g the 
early spring, even though conditions 
were then not perfectly favorable. The 
dry hot windy su m m ers have been 
quite 
serious on 
the transplanting' 
trees. In fact m any people have be­ 
com e m ore or less d ish earten ed on 
account of losing, not only tra n s p la n t­ 
ed trees, b ut even some of the older 
fairly well rooted trees. One extrem e 
g enerally 
follows another, 
and 
for 
th is reason we should conclude that 
since th e w eath er conditions are fait 
this fall for the tra n sp la n tin g of the 
trees, that we should take advantage 
of it and m ake due plans and con­ 
siderations for the ord erin g of trees 
of different 
varieties, and th u s be 
prepared for the com ing season. The 
p u rc h aser should m ake o rd e rs early 
so th a t in east' p a rtic u la r desirable 
varities of tre* s are found in stock 
a second or third order m ay be made 
in sufficient tim e to obtain the desir­ 
ed article. N urserym en of Oklahom a 
in general lur. 1 good stock that is 
peculiarly well adapted to Oklahoma 
conditions, but it m ay be that no one 
n u rse ry has all the stock th a t it will 
need 
throughout 
the 
shipping sea­ 
son. U nder such conditions, it will be 
obliged to obtain certain varieties of 
trees or plants from some o th er n u r ­ 
sery. On account 
of 
certain 
trade 
ru les used by the nursery m en they 
can otbain stock for th eir custom ers 
provided they do not have it on the 
grounds, even cheaper th an the cu s­ 
to m ers can bobtail) it by m aking ord­ 
e rs from different nurserym en. 
T he variety or kinds of tree s that 
a re to be obtained is ofen 
a 
vexa­ 
tious question to parties desiring to 
p la n t out new trees. Many are m ore 
or 
less skeptical con cern in g trees 
with which they have had no ex p e ri­ 
ence, and having had no experience 
in the grow ing of trees in Oklahoma, 
th e ir yard s and farm s rem ain des­ 
olate and lonesom e, except for the 
solitary hitch post and probably sev­ 
eral row s of posts supporting b a rb ­ 
ed w ire— these being the 
only 
re­ 
sem blances to trees. F or the farm er, 
especially in the dry farm ing belts 
of the state, I would especially rec­ 
om m end such tree s as h ackberry, w al­ 
nut, ash, elm, locust and m ulberry. 
For people doing civic im provem ent 
on unim proved roads 
and 
building 
sites in this sam e district in the cit­ 
ies I would recom m end ash, elm. lo­ 
cu st and m ulberry. Of this group, I 
desire in a fu tu re article to reach 
som e special feature of each.

of 
Texas. 
From I SGO to I SB6 cattle had 
increased enorm ously in Texas. 
The 
p rairies of Texas w ere literally cov­ 
ered w ith them , and they w ere very 
cheap. 
A few had been driven 
and 
shipped to New O rlean s 
and 
Cuba. 
Such were the conditions 
in 
1866 
when John S. Chisum , a cow m an of 
Denton county, T eax s (and form erly 
of L am ar Co.I a m an of com presen- 
sion, ability, and foresight, far ahead 
of the cow m en of his tim e conceiv­ 
ed the idea of relieving 
the condi­ 
tions by opening a trail to the rail­ 
roads and m ark ets of the north. 
He 
crossed the Red river with his herd 
n ea r the present city of Denison. 
He 
crossed the Blue at C onnersville. 
He 
entered Pontotoc county n ea r the pres 
ent town of Pontotoc. 
He 
passed 
Dead Man Spring and down Canyon 
Creek, across Sheep 
Creek, B yrd’s 
Mill Creek, 
and 
the Boggy 
at the 
present town of Frisco. 
He passed 
through a gap in the m ountains

H iles west of Conway, and onto B ax­ 
ter Springs. Kans., and late r Coffey­ 
ville. 
The opening of the trail was 
an epoch in the ra ttle business. H u n ­ 
dreds of herds from Texas followed 
“the Chisum tra il’ ’travel flowed over 
it, trad in g points were established an 
it got to be the m ain 
thoroughfare 
west of the old Boggy 
depot 
road. 
When the Union Pacific railroad was 
built a new trail called “the Chisum 
tra il” was established from Southern 
T exas to Abilene, K ansas. 
D uring 
The Abilene drive John S. 
Chisum 
was driving to United S tates forts in 
New Mexico, Arizona, and to C alifor­ 
nia. 
The Pecos river in New Mexi­ 
co w ith its isolation, its 
nu tritio u s 
g rasses and abundance of w ater ap ­ 
pealed to him as the ideal place for a 
ranch. 
T here w ere no cattle there 
for h undreds of miles. 
He drove all 
of his cattle to the Pecos and turned 
them loose from Seven Rivers to the 
Bosque G rande, a distance of about 
a hundred miles. 
He established his 
h e a d q u a rte rs at a large spring (the 
source of South Spring river), about 
six miles from the present city 
of 
Roswell, w here he Operated an irri­ 
gation farm and planted orchards. «He 
continued to reside there until 
he 
wras stricken with his last fatal ill­ 
ness, extending a generous hospital­ 
ity to all com ers free of all charges. 
He died in P hiladelphia of cancer of
